I OOO and this money wa* sjnmt iu buying 
new rolling sto< k. lr bas just been stat­ 
ed by prominent railroad official that 
even this enormous ox penna for equip­ 
ment had been insu.detent, and that an­ 
other $1.000,(XX) would BOW have to be 
added to it for engines. 
The road has 
not enough cars qui engines to haole the 
enormous truffle offered. 
Tho decision to expend between $3,- 
000,0(10 and $4,000,000 on the Weokaw- 
kon term inal is only one item of the ex­ 
traordinary expenditures.
